MATERNITY NOT SACRED THERE.

Poor Kate Miken Was Kept at the
Hardest Dradgery up to the
Very Honr When Bhe

Became n Mother.

Mores Damning Testimony

Pursulng the investigation of the alleged
abuse and wismanagement at the eounty
hospital, @ mcetunt of which appesred in
vostorduy's Bur, a reporter filest callod upon
Mrs, Henry Jnmes, the ndy whose intorost
in the mothorless babe ndirectly led Lo the
investigation.

Mrea, James wina found at her home, 41
South Twetty-fourth avenuo, and whon the
mission of the reporter was made known she
willingly told her experionces in conneation
with the investigation,

YL fiest became interested in the matter
through stories bronght to me by a girl in
my employ, who hud a friend worlting ot the
hospital, of the terrible safferings of o young
mother and the neglect of her babe. The
story was a pitiful one. The mothor, a young
unmarriod giel, exhibited many indications of
refinement and education,  She died soon
after hor baby was born, and believing from
the stories told me that the little one was
suffoering from neglect, 1 visited the hospital
with the intention of discovering the truth
of the statements moade, in order that |
might find a howe for the babe, 1f they
should prove truo, i

YHoth Dr, Taggart and Mres. Mahoney wore
nhaent from the institution, nnd 1 was shown
into the room whers

The Baby Liay

by one of the servants,  The raom was ¢om-
fortably warm, but the air was vile,  The
child wus attired in o singie calieo slip and
flannel shirt, ond thore was neither food or
slgn of attention near, There were no nurses
in the room, and the only one near to care
forgthe baby and the women lying ill, was
one of the inmates.

I returned to the city and informed my
priost and my husbuand of the result of my
visit, and it was fthrough these channels, 1
suppose, that the mavter became publice,™

“Do you know of any other mstances of
neglect and cruelty at the hospital i’

“1 have a neighbor—n lady—who tells a
sorrowful story of the suffering of a
Danish woman wiiuch came unaer bher notice
—in fact the woman had becen  in'my neigh-
bor's employ, and when her condition be-
came apparent, was taken by her mistress
and the lotter's husband to the hospital.

“The woman in question belonged to a
highly respectable family in Denmark, but
marrying beneath her, was disowned by her
father, Her husband proved a worthless
vagabond and failed to provide for his wife
or their threeyear-old son, and tho woman
was foread to work,

“When tuken to this place she did not
know that she was going to the poor house,
but supposed that she was being taken to a
hosmtal,

Knowing her sensitiveness, aond being
aware of the fact that the woman had once
beon insane, those who took her three re-
quested the matron to be very gentle with
her and not to compel her to work.

Ordered Downto Break fast.

YThe matron respondod to their roquest
by ordering the woman down to broaslk-
fast the mnext wmorning. The invalid
sent word to the matron that she was unable
to leave hier bed, but soon alfter appeared in
the dining room, without her clothes and
msane,

“Phe womna was soon attey taken from
the loapital and is now being cired for by a
souvtety of Danishy woinen in this city.”

Brutal Treatment of Mres, Miken,

Mrs. I{ate Milken, who is employed in the
capucity of a domestic servant at the home
of Meyer Hellmuu at 2405 St. Mary’s avenue,
Was next seen.,

IKate Miken is an honest, hard-working
English woman, There I8 an expression
about the wrinkled face and & frankness in

, her manner of tolling of her wrongs, and an

carnestness that grew mwore emphatio as she
dwelt upon them, thatled one immediately
to believe that the woman was teliing the
truth, sod that in the recital of what she had
suffered while an inmate of the county hos-
pital, she was recounting facts and oot
fancies,

At first the woman was inclined to be re-
ticent, Innsmuch as she is now well out of
her trouble and has a good place to work,
she did not care to talle about the matter and
feared, with all  the drend of the igcorant,
lest she should be drawn into the courts.
But finally being convinced that np harm
eould befall heraf ¢ told nothing but tho
trath, pnd aftor being shown that it was her
duty towards unfortunate women who shall
hereafter be placed in predicaments similir
to hers, to do all in her power LW uneurth
such inhumanity as cxists in the managoment
of the county hospital, she consented to tell
her story.

A Piuless Woman.

She woent to the hospital in the Intter part
of July., She was then pregnant and 8o in-
formed those in chorge there, bul was imme-
diutely put to doing the hardest work., Mrs.
Maboney, she said, spent her time in seold-
ing the women because they did not do mora
worle, und was very rough and rude in her
lang unge.

she, 1 would work as hard ns I could
all day, but at night I would always be
soolded bocause | hado't dome more. She
will let days pags without visiting the sick,

Rotten Meat to Ear,

“The food waus not fit for dogs to eat. The
meat was actually rotton, It was very com-
mon, 'The regular  servants and oficers re-
c-uil\'ud entirely different food from whuat we
did,

was tinken down with labor pains, although
during that time two great strong women
who wera well did nothing all day but

A NEW. BANCTUARY.
The Anditoriom of the Noew St Mary's
Avenne Congrogational Chuarereh

The new auditorium of the St. Mary's
Avenue Congrogatmpal church, on the cor.
ner of the avenue and Twenty-seventh steoet,
will be opéned for pablic worship on Sanday
next, at the mornine “n‘] aVeningE sossiuns
The bullding is of wood, 97x05 feot on the
ground, nnd slx\vfive feel high without
towers, The first, floor s oocupied by the
chapel and Sunday school rooms, consisting
of nminin room, parviors, four class rooms,
kitchen, lavatory,. two store rooms, three
halls and two closets. By throwing the fold
ing doors apart the rooms  will nccommodate
comfortably 500 people, They ave well above
ground, well lightesd and well ventilsted,
and make o fine sult of working apartuivcuts

The suditorium is in the secomnd story and
measures xS foot inside, The fAopr slopes
moderately toward the pulpit which
I8 in the north end of the
buildling, The ceilime I8 pitched and
panelled and polished wood supported by a
truss roof without posts, The pews ara ole
calar snd placed on the wro of a elrele giving
the roomn gronpad and shug appearance,
with sittings for 750 peapls without gallorics.
It Is lighted with thirty-five rotund arched
windows of cathedral glass, and by night
with four Japanose broose  chandeliers of
twonty candle lights each, and addiviona
bracket lights on the walls und in the chune-
eol,

Tl chanee] I8 inthe north ond in the ¢en-
tor betwoéon the orean and the pastor's rosn,
and is divided mto three equal parts with
the preaching desk botweon, and one step
higlier than the lecturn and choir. At the
rear it is finlshed with & highly ornamented
wool serecn two or three feet from the wall,
leaving behind it a passage entrance for the
minister aud chioire The scroon s about o
a  (lozen foot in licight, and in
it are built the eight  pulpit  stalls
of nueient occlesiasticnl fashion. The pulmt
furniture is of antique onk and  brenze, each
plece mude from spoecial designs, and  the
stulls  are upholstered in corresponding
leather. The wholes gives the effect of u
churchly edifice, rathior mors than s usual in
churches of this denominotion.  Allthe wood
in the butlding s of oak or polishod white
wood, and the general effect of the wood,
wills and decorations is of caraful  harmony
and quiet.
